Testifies to Having Purchased 
5,000 Shares of Ice-Stock 
for $50,000 Cash and

HIS STORY 

New York, June 0.—[Special.]—Mayor Van 
Wyck today, in sworn testimony before 
Justice Gaynor of! the Supreme Court of 
Brooklyn, demonstrated that he was a true 
follower of Richard Croker and Tammany 
in & advantage of every “ good thing 
that came his way. He confessed, under 
examination by lawyers in the proceedings 
begun under the “ anti-Tweed ” provision of 
the charter, that he now owns 4,200 shares 
of the stock of the American Ice company, 
known as the ice trust, and that a large 
of the stock was still unpaid for. 

He declared he had been advised to buy 
ice stock by C. W. Morse, President of the 
company, and his intimate friend John F. 
Carroll, deputy leader of Tammany Hall, 
whpm Wheeler H. Peckham, counsel against 
‘the Mayor, referred to constantly as 
“Friend Carroll.” 

When Messrs. Mofse and Carroll were put 
on the stand later they flatly contradicted 
this statement, saying they had never so 


,advised the Mayor. 


- Got In on “ Ground Floor.” 

It developed from the Mayor's testimony 
that he understood at the start he was going 
to get in on the “ ground floor,” or, as the 
Mayor expressed it, he was to get the stock 
at “rock-bottom prices.’’ He bought 5,000 
shares of the compatiy’s stock in April, 1890; 
2,500 preferred and 2,500 common, from C. 
W. Morse, President of the company, for 
$250,000. For this, he said, he paid $50,000 
in cash and the remaining $200,000 in his 
personal notes. One of these notes for $50,- 
v00 was paid only yesterday. The notes 
were sold by Mr. Morse to the Garfield Na- 
tional Bank, and thus Mayor Van Wyck, 
who has never been! known as a man of 
means, was able to borrow nearly a quar- 
ter of a million dollars on his personal note, 
with no other collateral than the stocks in 
which he was dealing, and which, heehad 
been assured, were a ' good thing.” 


» he Mayor's testimony also shows he sub- 
scribed for $250,000 of stotK par value in 
the copper trust in. the same month he ac- 
quired the ice stock, thus buying $750,000 
worth of stocks in less than three weeks. 
He admitted that he had been receiving 
10 per cent dividends on his 4,200 shares 
of stock, although he still owes $150,000 for 
them. In other words, he borrowed money 
at 6 per cent to pay for the stock and pock- 
eted 4 per cent for himself. |

He did not even khow it would sell ice 
in New York. He, made a long trip to 
Maine with Mr. Morse, President of the 
company, and yet in all that time ice and 
the company’s affairs did not seem to have 
been mentioned. The Mayor had such su- 
prenie confidence in the advice of his friends 
that ice sfock was what Tammany calls “a 
cinch’’ that he appears not even to have 
inquired if it sold any ice at all. The ice 
trust, for all the Mayor appeared to care, 
carried on business in Mars, and the idea 
that a corporation. whose principal offices 
and docks were in New York should sell 
ice in New York was too absurd to entertain 
for a moment, | ;

Here are some incidents of the inquiry 
made by THe TRIBUNE reporters: At 
O’Connor’s (former City Gas Inspector) a 
crowd of fifty, mostly clerks from neighbor- 
ing stores and offices, handed thelr money 
over to three large-sized, genial men in a 
rear wineroom, and waited around anxiously 
until the winners had raced home, In the 
majority of cases the winners were the 
wrong horses. At Kavanaugh's a crowd of

bookmakers. At Steuben’s buffet in Dear- 
born street a small crowd handed their 
money to a man at a table in a small wine- 
room in the rear. The man was small, but 
called out races with a large voice. - Bettors 
in the poolroom in the rear of Webb's ticket 
office passed their money through a small 
window in a partition in the back of the 
room to a grasping individual, who gave 
them a ticket in exchange. Those who lost 
tore their tickets up and threw them away. 
The floor was half an inch deep with torn 
tickets. 

Lookout on the Door. . 

A guard kept watch in the doorway of 
Abbot's place, and strings of men passed 
him without interference. At McGinty & 
O’Brien’s there were some pretensions to 
secrecy. The bookmaker was ensconced in 
a small wineroom in the rear, and not more 
than a dozen were allowed in the place at 
a time, but in the “ Monadnock” the 
gambling was carried on openly in the 
saloon, which was crowded to, overflowing. 

At Green & Catton’s saloon the bookmak- 
ers were hidden behind a partition. A crowd 
that averaged a hundred in number was 
constantly in the room. Racing cards were 
displayed on the pool table, and the floor 
was littered with tickets. 

At all the places mentioned in the list bets 
of from one to a hundred dollars were taken. 
Suggestions of police interference were met 
with laughter. |

Persons Who Make the Bid Contem- 


Fireproot Hostelry—Offer of $57,500 
Annually for a Period of Ninety~- 
eight Years Made—Structure to In-

The only new feature to the proposed 
building over a former proposition is an 
assembly hall, and gives the impression that 
the plans prepared by Architect Clinton J.

The lot has a frontage of ninety-six feet In 
State street and a depth and frontage in 
Monroe street of 120 feet. The offer made 
for a ninety-nine-year lease by the parties 
interested in the plans prepared by Mr.

Magill of the firm stated at.the time that 
Howard Ames made an offer of $60,000, which 
was afterwards withdrawn, that his bid 
could not be raised, as it was all such an 
investment could stand. He says he has 
not increased his bid and does not believe 
any one can be found who will go over that 
figure.

WEST POINT MAN ON TOBACCO.. 


Academy Superintendent Writes to the 
Anti-Cigaret League in Re- 
gard to Rules, 


An officer of the Anti-Cigaret league re- 
cently wrote to Colonel. Mills, the superin- 
tendent of the United States Military Acad- 
emy at West Point, saying that a news- 
paper had published the statement that he 
would recommend the abolishment of the 
rule prohibiting the use of tobacco. The 
writer hoped that Colone] Mills would change 
his mind, and added: , 
We feel that it would be an easy matter for you 
to circulate some of our pledge cards among your 
cadets, and they all would be induted, no doubt, 
a ve as 
in its effects, 
The letter concluded with the statement: 
“If you feel interested’ in this matter and 
we can serve, you in any manner in order to 
keep your cadets clean and pure, we will be 
glad to aid you.” tee 
Colonel Mills replied to the letter, saving 
he had made no recommendation that the 
use of tobacco be permitted,'and would not 
do so if the present severe measures result 
in the enforcement of the rule. He said he 
had enforced it more vigorously than it had 
been enforced before he took charge of the 
academy, and that if any change in the rules 


thing will be done to prevent the smoking 
of cigarets on the ground that they are 
harmful. 

Colonel Mills said that from the establish- 


' ment of the academy until 1857 the use of 


tobacco was prohibited, and that until 1881 
the rules allowed cadets to smoke at certain 
hours. Some people, he said, believe it would 
be wise to: go back to the regulation of 1857 
rather than have a rule that cadets might 
be tempted to violate continually. 

He inclosed a copy of the order in the case 
of a New Jersey cadet found guilty of smok- 
ing. The punishment was confinement to 
the limits of the barracks, of the gymnasium 
or the camp, walking punishment Wednes- 
day and Saturday afternoons in barracks 
and for two hours daily when in camp, ex-. 
cepting Sunday, for three months, and loss 
of the usual leave of absence.

MUST SUPPRESS THE BOXERS. 


Dealing with the Crisis in 


BERLIN, June 9.—[Copyrighted, 1900, by 
the Associated Press.]—The situation in 
China ts here regarded as of the utmost im- 
portance. Though the Foreign office has 
been rather uncommunicative throughout 
the week towards all foreign correspondents, 
enough reliable information has leaked out 
to show that the whole government, with 
the Emperor and the Minister of Foreign 
Affairs, Count von Billow, leading, consider 
the suppression of the anti-foreigner move- 
ment in China as prerequisite for a possible 
rejuvenation of China, and certainly for 
the establishment. of healthy c: , 

Germany is, therefore, in favor of har? 
monious joint action by all the powers inter- 
ested in China; without permitting any sin- 
gle power to reap selfish advantages from 
the situation, nor the group of powers 
doing so. 

Thus, far the German government is not 
in possession of official or relia- 
ble information that any one power is at- 


the Dowager Empress of China really favors 
the “ Boxer movement. 

The failure of the Chinese troops to subdue 
the movement results, it is said here, simply 
from the normal procrastination of the gov* 
ernment and the cowardice of the Chinese 
army and its commanders. 

Germany to Act Vigorously. 

Reliable information is to the effect that 
Germany at all events will vigorously exert 
herself with the other powers to put an . 
end to the present unbearable situation. His | 
Majesty’s instructions are that while Ger- 
many will in no way put herself unduly 
forward and is willing to loyally codperate 
with the rest of the powers, she will‘under 
no circumstances permit the present con- 
ditions to go on even if thereby suspicion 
should be aroused that Germany is seeking 
separate cims, which, of course, is absurd. 

The Cologne Gazette today points out in- 
spiredly that the main care now is to re- 
est&blish ordorly conditions in China.

In the Reichstag. 

The Reichstag debates during the last 
days were quite interesting, although the 
final passage of the navy bill was a fore- 
gone conclusion. The manner in which Herr 
Mueller, Centrist, Friday flercely took to 
task the Minister of Commerce, Herr Bre- 
feld, and the Minister of the Treasury, Bar- 
on von Thielmann, showed that the govern-. 
ment, under present cireumstances, is willing 
to stand almost any treatment from the 
Center, provided the latter passes the navy 
bill.

ment of the Lacky law, récently passed by 
Congress, and afming to prevent the ship- 
ment from one Btate to another of game 


and to that end. they will maintain forces of 
detectives in Chi¢ago, New York, Philadel- 
phia, and Boston; The league is an organ- 
ization for-the protection of game and game 
fishes, and song, #nsectivorous, and plumage 
birds.

den, an old negro who played a prom- 
inent part in the love affair of John 

_. , Howard Payne and Miss Mary Har- 
den, his Southern sweetheart, died in 
this city last Friday, aged about 85. It was 
old Rob Roy who carried notes for Mr. 

Payne to Miss Harden during his visit to 

Athens back in the 30s, when he came South 

for the purpose of making an investigation 

of the condition of the Cherokee and Creek 

Indians and ascertaining whether or not 

these wards of the nation wished to be re- 

moved by the government to a home beyond 
the Mississippi. Mr. Payne, who had re- 
turned.to America in 1882, after an absence 
of eighteen years in foréign lands, did not 
believe that it was in the line of enlighten- 
ment and Christianity on the part of the 
general government to force the Indians to 
leave their homes in north Georgia and go 
wherever the government might determine. 
Bélieving this, Mr. Payne determined to sat- 
isfy himself of their true feelings in the mat- 
ter, and it was while on this mission of 
justice andhumanity that he visited Athens 
for the purpose of enlisting the aid of Gen- 
eral Edward Harden, to whom he had let- 
ters of introtluction from prominent gentle- 
men in Philadelphia and New York, who

OES an International exposition ben- 
efit the city in which it is held? This 
question was put to a number of lead- 
ing business-men of Chicago who 

were identified with, and instrumental 
in, the building and conduct of the World’s 


Fair in this city in 1893. They are agreed 


that the primary aims of expositions of such 
magnitude and scope are education and civ- 


‘fiization in their broadest significance, and 


serve to elevate the community in particular 
and the people in general on whom their in- 
fluerice is exerted. That any financial ben- 
efits accrue, however, is disputed, for, as ex- 
plained,’ the motive of making money. out of 
such enterprises is lost sight of.. This con- 


elusion.was exemplified by the Centennial at | 
Philadelphia in 1876, and, later, in. the 


World’s Fair in this city in 1893. It has also 


‘been much the same with respect to exposi- 


tions of minor scope held in smaller cities, 


Therefore, epitomizing, such fairs have al- 
‘ways demonstrated their great benefit in an 


esthetic but not ina financial way to the 
community in which they have been held, 


-as experience has demonstrated. 


Considering the financial phase of the ques- 
tion, it. will be remembered that, prior to the 
opening of the World's Fair, conditions were, 
good. Millions of dollars were expended in 
raising the great ‘‘ White City,” whose 
beauty and grandeur had neyer been ap- 
proached. Incidentally hundreds of flat 
buildings and hotels and houses were erected 
to accommodate the crowds that flocked to 
Chicago when the fajr was opened. There 
was a mad rush on the part of speculators, | 
and values generally were stimulated to an 
abnormal. degree. When the fair. closed’ 
there was a decided slump, made more pro- 
nounced by the panic that began in that 
year and continued for three-years~after. 
The reaction unsettled the normal conditions 
that should have otherwise preyailed to a 
measurable extent, and heavy losses were 
entailed by the property interests. This, in 
turn, injured the business interests to some 
extent. But when matters finally worked 
themselves out to a normal state Chicago 
began to enjoy the educational advantages 
created by the great fair. The arts an 
sciences, dormant for, a timo, arose and 
exerted themselves by leaps and bounds. 


It was the stimulus given by the influence \ 


of the fair. Industrial: development like- 
wise received an impetus. There is no way 
of calculating the civilizing returns that fol- 
lowed the exposition, but, according to the 
opinion of those who have summed up the 
results on that basis, the loss of money in- 
vested in the enterprise, together with inei~\, 
dental losses, has been more than compen- 
sated for in the broadening education in the 
arts and sciences. Withal, however, there\s 
little doubt that, if the question of having o 
not having another fair of such magnitude 
in Chicago were submitted to the business- 
men, they would vote In the negative, They 
made the fair ofthe century by liberal con- 
tributions of money and time. For these 
they received only small financial returns.

“ The good effect on a city of an exposition 
held there may not be immediately apparent, 
but will show itself in the course of time asa 
positive force for the bettering of its life and

“Tf the question calls for an answer upon 
the financial problem alone, I do not hesitate 
in saying that a large 
international exposi- 
tion is not beneficial : 
to a city; but if we take a broader view, and 
consider it from an educational point of view,

“The money idea should be lost sight of in 


, the financing and building of an interna- 


tional exposition. It should not be regarded 
as an investment, for education and civiliza- 
tion is its chief aim. In fact, the civilizing 
influence incident to an exposition of world- 
wide scope takes away some of the drudgery 
of life and makes home life sweeter—both of 
which are worth more than the money in- 


. volved in the creation of the thing. Aside 


from these advantages, a fair of this char- 
acter makes history and places from which 
to date. Especially was this true of the fair 
which Chicago gave to the world in 1893.: 
Millions of people cdme here from the world 
over and saw and studied one of the grand- 
est expositions the world had ever known. 
The ‘ White City’ will live as long as his- 
tory, and those who attended it will ever 
point to it as the greatest achievement of the 
century. The educational influence that ac- 


erued from it, while it cannot be expressed 


in terms, has been incalculable. The health- 
ful effect since then on the arts and sciences 
has already been noticed in Chicago. 

“JT think the beneficial effect of the 


World’s Fair upon Chicago and the country 


may be aptly compared to that which grows 
out of a banquet. The repast is set and the 
guests are invited. They come and partake 


_of.the good things and are regaled with 


pleasing speeches. .To them the enjoyment 
of the banquet Is beneficial. ‘There are some, 
however, who were invited but were not 
present. These, of course, could not expect 


‘to receive a direct benefit. So it Was with 
our fair. We prepared it fn. all of its com- 


pleteness and invited the world to come and 
enjoy it with us. Millions came and were 


-elevated by its educational influence. Those 


who remained away were unable to reap 
those benefits, except-in an indirect way. 

‘“‘T do not think that the fair had any ma- 
terial effect upon real estate values in Chi- 


cago. There were many who had property 


near and abutting Jackson Park who took 
advantage of the enterprise by building. 
After the fair the improvements depreciated 
to some extent, but conditions soon bcame 
normal and the property regained its value. 
In fact, the conditions after the exposition 
were better in Chicago than in other cities 
that did not have an exposition.” 
“ Large expositions may not be of financial 
henefit to the cities in which they are held, 
but I belfleve they are 
= healthful and benefi- 
cial from an educa- 
tional point of view. Take the Chicago 
World’s Fair in 98. Large amounts of money 
were expended, not only on the fair but out- 
side, and labor and capital were in demand. 
Shortly before the big fair was opened peo- 
ple far and near had begun to save up 80 as 
to come to Chicago. During the exposition 
millions of visitors flocked here, and they 
all spent money, thaking conditions even 
better. These people came from every part 
of the globe and marveled at the greatness 
and beauty of Chicago’s undertaking, in the 
building of which the city utilized the 
geniuses of the world in architecture, the 
arts, and the sciences. To accommodate the 
vast crowds hundreds of houses and fiat 
buildings were erected at large expense. The 
fair over, there followed a depression in gen- 
eral conditions, and probably some suffering. 
Values in some localities depreciated as a 
result. But three years after conditions re- 
sumed their normal stage and Chicago went 


ahead. 
** Before the fair Chicago was not known 


| as widely as several other cities. The ex- 


position, however, heralded the city through 


\the civilized world. And today Chicago's 


fame is even familiar among the uncivilized 
nations. This is directly attributable to‘the 
influence of the exposition. Of course, the 


object of a fair of the magnitude of ’'s 
was education and higher civilization.

. positions must not be measured by the 


standard of money for this reason. That 
this aim has been productive of great results, 
not only to Chicago but to the outside world, 
there is no question. It stimulated the.

But, after 
all, I doubt if the business people of Chicago 
would again undertake another exposition of 
this kind where the expenditure was so great.

NEW YORK SOCIAL STANDARDS.

social standards in New York a generation 
ago with those of the present time shows an . 
unwholesome change. Of superficial ele- 
gance,there is more, but of genuine culture 
Wealth has largely super- 
seded refinement as a test of admission to . 
society. The ability to recognize intrinsic 
distinction apart from material display has 
been largely lost, with the result that form 
rather than substance attracts, and a dull 
and commonplace level has been substituted 
for the mental or moral distinction of the 
society of earlier days. 

Before the civil war an entirely different 
state of affairs existed. The 
wealth then found in New York did not seek 
to break into the sodial set, nor did it sur- 
round itself with the outward display that 
now universal, Mr. Astor lived plainly 
and was wholly unpretentious in his habits. 
Mr. Goelet kept aloof from all social dis- 
The Stuyvesants, the Rutherfords, 
the Morrises, the Livingstons, the De Peys- 
ters, the Rhinelanders, notable in the so- 
ciety of those days, eschewed all display as 
savoring of vulgarity. When it was first 
introduced, as a consequence of the new 
and great wealth heaped up during the war, 
it was called and esteemed “ shoddy.” The 
quality of personal distinction was prized 
rather than the possession of much money. 

Today this fine discrimination no longer 
prevails, and society is largely if not chiefly 
made up of exactly those elements which 
were formerly regarded as “shoddy.” In 
place of personal character and worth it has 
adopted a new and lower standard of ad- 
mission. It is conventiona) to the core and 
superficial to a tiresome degree, One can- 
not quite go to the length of this old-timer 
in wishing for a breath “ even of spontane- 
ous wickedness ” in this suffocating cenven- 
tional atmosphere, but the prevalence of 
barbaric show and the lack of all the fine 
old simplicity are certainly signs of de- 
‘Other cities with wealth are, 
probably open to the same eriticism, but 
none in any such degree as New York. All 
who still have a lingering love for repub- 
lican simplicity and for the underlying veri- 
ties as opposed to the superficialities of life 
must sympathize with the dignified lament 
of “ An Old-Timer.”

are doing without feeling a new admiration 
for the moral grandeur and the unconscious 
pathos of this phase of American life. He 
picks out two or three examples of the 
colleges he has aided and describes their 
work at some length, One is a “ plain col- 
lege with no frills ” out in Colorado Springs. 
Some of the sturdy young fellows who go 
to that college have “ packed ” their slender 
wardrobes two or three hundred miles over 
the mountains on their own shoulders, and 
they. could. probably “brand a steer or 
tend a sluice better than they could do 
the honors at a full dress party, but there 
is ‘no finer material in the nation than 
these same boys.” There is another college 
of the same kind down in the Ozark Moun- 
tains and still another for the hardy Ken- 
tucky mountaineers—Berea College. 

As Dr, Pearsons says, probably not 1 
per cent of the students that attend these 
humble institutions could have gone to the 
expensive universities in the big cities, 
The Yale graduating class has been count- 
ing up its expenditures for the four years. 
The average amount paid out by each 
student was $3,713. This is exclusive of 
railway fares, which alone would keep most 
of the far Western students away. Yet 
there is not a’university where the stand- 
ard of real manhood or womanhood is higher 
than in the humble “ fresh water ” college. 
Dr. Pearsons believes the student in the 
sinall college “does more studying, has 
more pleasure, is closer to his teachers and 
his mates, and suffers less from high pres- 
sure athletic distractions than does the 
student of the big institution.”

THE ROUTINE OF LIFE. | 

Some months ago'a Cincinnati medical 
journal, edited by a member of the School 
board in that city, advocated the location 
of all city schools in the suburbs, and 
the daily transportation of children thither 
and back again to their homes, in order 
that they might thus escape the limita- 
tions in respect to light, air, and space 
which beset school -life in the heart of 
a manufacturing and commercial, 
Alongside this fact may also be placed | 
the recent report, from the scenic district 
of New Hampshire, of a proposition to 
‘build, at a cost of $3,000,000, 4 500-mile 
automobile road, from Boston to the White 
Mountains and return, to be resery 
pleasure vehicles. only. 

Finally, in contrast to these two facts, it 
may be noted as a third that the most 
original and promising experiments in the 
education of children in this city, if not 
in this country—namely: those at the Uni- 

versity Elementary School, present a spot 
where “occupations are made the ar- 
ticulating centers of school life.” 

The contrast between the propositions 
of the medical journal and the New England 
pleasure-seekers on the one hand, and the

School on the other, consists in the fact 
that the one represents an effort toward 
escape and the other toward recovery in 
respect to the hurtful, sordid, or dull condi- 
tions of productive life. :

For crowded homes the remedy most 
prominently advocated at the present stage 
of public sentiment is a small park near by. 
For an industrial and commercial life which 
may be ugly and demoralizing, people are 
expected to find relief in a religious shrine 
or an art collection, and for a city whose 
discomforts and lack of solace become in- 
tolerable in summer, the conventional pre- 
scription is escape to woods, water, or 
Europe—for those who can compass this

Whiere this diversity is produced by sky- 
scrapers opinions differ as to its desirability, 
but, on the whole, the architects are in- 
clined to look on the big structures with

more artistic than those of the earlier 
period. The jagged sky lines caused by. 
the juxtaposition of high new buildings, | 
and old three-story structures are not ad- 
mired by anybody, but this fault will gradu- 
ally mend itself in time under the pressure 
of enterprise and high ground values. But 
this same element of high real estate values 
militates against another of the improve- 
ments suggested—the leaving of more space }, 
around cottages and other residences. It 
would be an excellent thing for the city 
if every man who builds could be per- 
suaded to combat this congesting tendency | 
and leave breathing spaces around all new 
residences. As one architect remarks, the 
detached houses would have higher values 
and the general effect on the city landscape 
would be inestimable. 

We cannot oblige the visiting critics by 
removing the unsightly elevated railroad 
structures or by boulevarding the banks of 
the Ohicago River in the down-town dis- 
trict, but if they will suggest some prac- 
tical way in which to abolish the smoke 
‘nuisance Chicago will be sincerely grateful. 
The ruinous effects of smoke on all archi- 
tecture are quite apparent even to those 
who live and breathe and have their being

A HOME FOR AGED ACTORS. 

At the recent annual meeting of the 
Actors’ Fund of Amerfta in New York the 
long talked of project to establish a home 
for infirm and aged actors suddenly took the 
form of immediate realization.; A New 
York manager subscribed $10,000 on con- 
dition that a total of $37,000 be raised, and 
subscriptions began at once to pour in from 
actors and managers. At last) accounts 
over $50,000 had been subscribed, with 
every prospect of completing the necessary 
sum in a few days, The hearty style in 
which veteran and successful actors have 
entered into the project speaks well for the 
liberality of the profession. 

The project is worthy of the support it has 
received, and it is to be hoped the move-- 
ment will speedily result in a “home” 
where aged and infirm actors may be prop- 
erly cared for. While the profession of the 
stage often brings liberal incomes, it seems 
to be especially afflicted with improvidence 
on the part of its members, The result is 
that many actors, even among those who 
have had large salaries, have nothing laid 
up against the day when ill-health or in- 
creasing age compels them to retire. Every 
year brings instances in which orice success- 
ful actors die in poverty and obscurity. The 
Actors’ Fund is doing a good work in mak- 
ing some provision for such cases, and the 
founding of a permanent home will further 
this object. The enterprise is one to which 
every actor ought to contribyte, not only 
from charitable motives but as a sort of 
insurance against evil days for himdelf in 
his declining years.

_ Familiar as we are with the legend of our national growth, we do not 
realize its stupendous proportions until we analyze and measure it by com- 
parison. In 1870 the annual value of our manufactures was $3,700,000,000; 
how it is about $12,000,000,000. For half a century England had been-the 
workshop of the world, and we had only just begun. Still we had got such a 
start that in 1870 the manufactures of the United States just about equaled 
those of Great Britain. But since then our growth has been so prodigious 
that now our manufactures amount to two and a half times the total volume 
of Britain manufactures, and equal those of Great Britain, Germany, and 
France put together. The increase in the annual American product within 
thirty years has been double the combined increase of those ‘three great 
mations of Europe. In other words, if you match the United States against 
Great Britain, Germany, and France together our manufactures are now 
equal to all theirs, andjare growing twice as fast. We are manufacturing 
nearly two-thirds as much as al] Europe, with its 380,000,000 people, and 
more than one-third of all that is manufactured in the world. : 


It you take the whole range of industries, including agriculture, mining, 


_ transportation, and even commerce, wherein alone we are behind, the pro- 


portions stand about the same. The aggregate valne of all American indus- 


tries is more than double that of Great,Britain, three times that of France, — 


and two-and a half times that of Germany. It is one-half that of all Europe 
combined, With this. enormous industrial expansion the national wealth 


of the United States grows proportionately. In 1860 our aggregate wealth 


was but little more than half that of Great Britain, less than half that of 
France, and, only about half that of the nations that made up the German 
Empire... Now it is a third greater than Great Britain's, double Germany’s, 
and nearly double that of France. Within forty years the United States 
has gained over $67,000,000,000 in wealth, while Great Britain, France, 


“and Germany together have gained less than $60,000,000,000. 


The figures of our national earnings dazzle the imagination. Last year 


‘we earned about: $14,500,000,000, of which more than one-half was the 
_ Wages of.labor,; The earnings of labor in the United States today are — 


greater than the combined earnings of capital: and labor together in Great 
Britain, Labor was never. so well rewarded as in this prosperous year. As” 
compared with the years 1803, 1894, and 1895, the average earnings of labor 
now are in the ratio of 127 to 81; that is, they are nearly 60 per cent greater 


than they were five years ago. The whole country is striding forward by 


leaps and bounds, The $20,000,000 granted to Spain in connection with the 
‘Philippines was paid by what the country earns in half aday. The nation’s 
earnings -in.a single Year like the present are equivalent to more than one- 
half its entire accumulated wealth in 1870; that is, to more than one-half 
of all that it had ‘saved and put into all forms of property during the first. 
eighty years of its existence as a nation. 3

___ If we do not spend more freely than other peoples, if we do not main- 
tain a higher general standard of comfort, education, and good living, our 
Savings would be stupendous. But, on the other hand, under such limita- © 
tions we should not have such power of earning. As it is, our annual gain is 
about $2,000,000,000, and every succeeding working day sees the United 
_ Btates over $6,000,000 better off than it was-the day before. We have mul- 
tiplied our capital more than threefold since 1870, and to its present yast 
proportions we shall in the next ten years add&s much as the entire capital 
of the nation was in 1870, With this rapid and tremendous expansion of 
capital and of the product of labor, is there to be no expansion of its oppor- 
tunity and its outlets? : 
‘Not only do we hold the present mastery, but we command the future 
because we possess the elements of continued industrial supremacy. Our 
unused resources are even more remarkable and significant than our present 
achievements. Coal and iron ore are the raw thaterial and the foundation 
of iron and steel production. ‘The coal fields of Great Britain-embrace 9,300 
square miles, and those of Germany 8,000 square miles. But how mighty 
seem the potentialities of the United States when we remember that our 
_ total coal area covers 200,000 square miles, and that even when we limit it 
to the quantity of coal which enters into the manufacture of iron it still 
reaches the stupendous figures of more than 70,000 square miles, or 20,000 
square miles more than the entire area of England. Our coal production 
has rapidly advanced until we now mine as much as Great Britain and nearly 
one-third of all that is mined in the world. Great Britain exports 40,000,000 
tons, or one-fifth of her entire product, while we consume practically all of 
ours and export only 4,000,000 tons. As our illimitable fields are opened 
_ and foreign fields are reduced our capability of supplying the world will — 
becom more and more marked. Even now we are reading in the public

What, then, are we todo? Are we to restrict production? Aree to 
run mill and factory on reduced time, with the necessary sequence of lower 
wages, smaller profits, and wide discontent?

NDER the name of “‘ trust” the public has. been led 
to include in one hostile designation all large com- 
panies. There are corporations which seek to gain a 
monopoly, in restraint of trade, that is frequently 
prejudicial to the consumer, and to which the name 
and any accompanying criticism may well be ap- . 
plied. In the old times it was the custom actually 
to create absolute monopolies and farm them out to 
individuals, That system still prevails in some . 
monarchical countries. We have not the system 
here, but there are no dovbt monopolies in this coun- _ 
try at the present time, some controlled by corpora- 
tions and others by individuals. These are opposed

© by the people generally, and not without reason. 


Again, there are unions of large interests which are to the reciprocal 
advantage of employés, of investors, of consumers, and consequently of 
the people at large. - Such organizations do not seek to kill opposition or 
5 competition, but rather tend to encourage it. They do not endeavor to con- 
trol prices. The advantages of consolidation with them are numerous. They 
economize by reducing the executive force which would be required by many 
’ small concerns; the central company imparts accurate information to the 
© constitutent corporations; the more numerous offices cover a wider field; a 
comparison of methods results in many improvements in manufacture, and 
there is a great saving in transportation.

him to draw a sharp distinction between the Greeks and the barbarians. 
“No,” he replied, “1 shall make all men Hellenes.” So with Rome. It is 
to bring justice to the world—that is its call. And here again you have an 
ideal essentially similar to that of Persia and Macedon. If you pass to the 
middle age you encounter there the power of Rome. The ideal of Rome has 
molded every form of imperialism in Europe to the present time. 7 
It is imperial Britain that has first definitely broken away from thral- 
- dom to the ideals of imperial Rome. This imperialism of Britain, right or 
wrong, good or bad, is at least our own. It is British, not Roman. So it is 
worth while endeavoring to see something of its tendencies. : 
 _Let me draw a contrast tomake my poirit clear. I spoke of the rise of 
Spain., Considér the march of Alva’s army down to the Netherlands, more 
than 300 years ago, that fatal army which came apparently to destroy for- 
ever man’s right to be himself in his relations to God. The march of 
that army was like the slow, deadly approach of a serpent. You see the 
scales gleaming through the green foliage as Alva’s army advances, bringing 
fire and sword, the dungeon and the rack, the dreadful auto-da-fe. = — 

One asks: “ What does that army of ours bring with it that day by day 
marches slowly and surely across the veldt of Africa—that army upon which 
the eyes of the world are fastened?” It brings with it, and not to one people 

_ only, but to a vast complexity of peoples, that assurance drawn from the last 
hundred years during which this ideal has moved men’s minds, that assur- 
ance drawn from the empire throughout its length and breadth, of an ideal, 
shall I say almost that of the French prophet Diderot, “ Elargissez Dieu!" 
to set the divine free within men so that life shall be free, as far as it may, 
to set towards the lode-star of its being, harmony with the divine. Is not 

that what, fn the long run, the English army may be said to be bringing, the 

- assurance to the dumb, inarticulate peoples of Africa of the abolition of race 
distinctions, of religious distinctions, by the people that represents above all 

- humanity, and “ that God has made of one blood all peoples of the earth?” 

The ideal of Rome was other than this. The people that Rome governed

In the Sixteenth Ward the first saw mill 
ever established within the present bounds 
of Chicago was erected. At a point on the 
west bank of the North Branch, just below 
West Division street, and opposite Goose 
Island, was the mouth of Hickory Creek. 
This was a little brook that meandered from 
the west h a heavy oak woods which 
at that time covered nearly all of the 
Fourteenth, Fifteenth, and Sixteenth 
Wards. At the mouth of the creek Gurdon 
& Hubbard established a saw mill in 1832 
to saw planks for the building of the govern- 
mént pier, which was erected where the 
north pier now stands at 4he mouth of the 
Chicago River. The timber was so plentiful 
there and to be had for the chopping of it 
that other sawmills were started. Thus it 
came about that Chicago's first lumber dis- 


- trict was in what is now the Sixteenth Ward. 


The history of Chicago from the time it 
began to be a town until the beginning of the 
civil war could not well be written if the 
affairs of Archibald Clybourn and Gurdon 
6. Hubbard were left out. Archibald Cly- 
bourn first came to Chicago from Virginia in 
1823, and a year later he brought his parents 
here and established his home on the North 
Branch, but on the east side of it, in what 
is now the Twentieth Ward. He built a 
slaughter-house and began to kill cattle for 
‘the garrison at Fort Dearborn.

After a time the plating wears off 
about the edges, and its spurious base is re- 
vealed. In order to give weight counter- 
feiters often increase the 
coins slightly, but sufficieny t 
preciable difference. Lead, type metal, zinc, 
and antimony are the metals principally used 
for silver counterfeiting, and copper, brass, 
platinum for gold imitations, 
Counterfeits of lead and type metal are easily

Antimony and lead are the component parts 
of the most dangérous counterfeits of silver 
coins, the antimony furnishing: the bulk of 
When struck from good dies, with 
lating of silver, they give forth a 
good ring and present a pretty fair substitute 
for the genuine article.

1 with such exquisite precision that they will 
pass muster under the eyes of bank tellers 
and others used to their handling, though 
the average teller generally detects a spuri- 
coin on sight. But none get by our 
Treasury experts. Their faculty, the result 
of years of study and handling of coins, in 
detecting a counterfeit is marvelous. They 
seem to know a spurious toin by instinct, 
though if is really the result of training. 
Yet even these men, as skillful as they are, 
occasionally have doubts raised in their 
minds as to whether a coin is genuine or not. 
If suspicious the coin is cut in half, or it is 
assayed here in the building, and its exact 
weight and fineness determined.

At Muskegon, as at Grand Haven, long 
pliers have been built at a cost of hundreds 
of thousands of government dollars. Be- 
)} tween these goes the steamer, passing on 
the starboard hand the piers of the car- 
‘ferry, where land the boatloads of freight 
cars from across the lake. Farther up is 
Point Shérman, or Shermanville, where a 
settlement of workingmen’s houses and sum- 
mer cottages crowds around the “ Sherman 
_House,"’.a hotel little larger than a dwelling. 
Above this point is Muskegon Lake, five 
miles long and half as many wide. . Around 
the northern shore are sandhills near the 
lake, then a break through which Bear Lake 
can just be seen, and beyond the break Pen- 
insula Park, a level headland. 

The lake is calm, a magnificent sheet for 
yacht saili during most of the day,, but 
blue and still at the early hour when the 
steamer arrives. Around its shore formerly 
were to be seen a score of big wa#te burners, 
each marking a sawmill or group of mills. 
In thosé days the timber about and above 
Muskegon was being rafted down, and from 
this lake was shipped more lumber than 
from any other port in the world. Fleets of 
veesels left daily during the summer, and 
during the spring great rafts of logs were 
brought down the rivers and penned up be- 
hind béoms in immense inclosures. 

This is all ended now, and scarcely a mill 
is to,\be seen around the shores of the lake. 
Rotting piling that formerly held the booms, 
and long, rotting wharves at which the ves- 
sels loadéd from the enormous lumber piles 
now mafk the sites. The odor of old saw- 
dust and bark is in the air, and the water of 
the lakes brown with the wood that is in it. 
New indistries are springing up in the town 
that was for a time after the waning of its 
lumber -jndustry well nigh deserted, 
new air df prosperity has been taken on. 

From ‘the dock at Muskegon trolley cars 
run to the lake shore, to Lake Michigan 
Park, where bathhouses and various other 


, incidentals to summer amusement are pro- 


vided. The park is among the dunes and 
along the broad sandy beach. The bathing 
is exceMent, and the scenery in the woods 
back of the dunes picturesque fin the ex- 
treme. Garfield, a high sand hill, is close at 
hand. On its sides and along its foot are 


stretching miles away to the southeast, 
while above them here and there project tall 
white pines, left when the country was tim- 
bered off. Like mighty sentinels they stand, 
watching over the land, watching for the re- 
turn of an army that marched away for- 
ever years ago. From the summit of the hill 
one can see for miles, up the lake to the city, 
and in the other directions over the dunes 
and the forest, or out over Lake Michigan. 


‘From Muskegon also run the cars to Lake 
Harbor, six miles away. One boards the 
train. and in a few minutes is whisked across 
to the head of Mona Lake, where a little 
steamer is waiting to carry him to the ho- 
tels and cottages at the shore of the greater 
lake. Like Muskegon, Mona was years ago 
the scene of a considerable lumber industry. 
Schooners entered the little harbor, and tied

* North and south from the outlet creek at 
its mouth stretches a broad belt of smooth 
sand beach, perfectly free from stones, 
shelving gradually out under the water, of- 
‘fering the finest of surf bathing in heavy 
weather, and of swimming on smoother 
days. Triple rows of dunes run down to the 
little river connecting lake and lake on its 
northern side, and between and among them 
wind solemn, silent roads beneath iInter- 
twining trees. Honeysuckle and columbine 
blossom on the hillsides, and raspberries: 
and blackberries, and wild strawberries 
grow among the odoriferous pines. Along 
the southern side of the stream runs a broad 
walk and up the bank above that are the 
cottages and hotels. The water is clear, 
though brownish, and in it myriads of fish 
can be seen. Farther up towards Mona and 
in the creeks that empty into it bass are in 
abundance, being caught frequently weigh- 
ing four or five pounds each. — 

A rustic bridge spans the creek near the 


bridge, each having a swinging leaf, ir re- 
minder of the days of Lake Harbor’s great- 
ness. The rustic bridge leads to *‘ Darkest 
Africa,” the region behind the dunes, and 
the road bridge leads to the wagon and cycle 
road to Muskegon. 


South of the creek, among the dunes, is 
Hackley Park, formerly laid out as a Chau- 
tauqua grounds, with a large pavilion, an 
imposing gateway, and with miles of board 
walk among the ravines and bridges over 
them. Now it is abandoned to the summer 
visitor, the learned having departed from 
it. Part of it forms the edge of-a golf 
course, which stretches across the road 
and thfough an orchard, and is reputed one 
of the finest of summer resort courses. 

Mona Lake is not so wide as Muskegon 
Lake, nor quite as long, but it is a deep 
body of water, with fine boating and with 
pretty shores. It has its haunted house, 
perched on a bluff on the southern side—an 
old structure with sashless windows and 


p.aceful most of the time, with good row- 

ing. And in the country round, and easily 

accessible, are Little Black, Blue, Wolf, 

and other lakes and brooks, in which not 

only bass but trout. and muskellunge can 

be caught by the Waltonite. Bowling, bi-

Harbor, and provision is made for filling 

every hour of the day for the visitor.

It moves slowly 
out into Muskegon Lake in the even! 
quiet again, while half the population of 
the town, apparently, stands on the dock to 
watch it go.

At any rate, whether Czar and , 
come to blows, or whether the “* Boxers" 
are exterminated or triumphant, the events 
of the last two weeks have brought the final 
breakup of the Chinese Empire nearer to 
actual realization. And .when. the final 
breakup comes all the greater powers of 
Europe will be at hand to seize their re- 
spective parts in the spoils. | 


FOREIGN AGGRESSION. 


There is not,likely, however, to be more 
than mere diplomatic friction in the division 


over. 

A brief history of Europe's scramble for 
Chinese soil is important at.this moment to 
all who are keeping in touch with the history 
making events in the Orient. 

Portugal was the first nation of Europe to 
infringe upon the territorial integrity of the 
Chinese Empire. As long ago as 1586 Portu- 
gal leased the Island of Macao, near Hong- 
kong, holding possession continuously until 
1863, when. the port and settlenwnt were 
finally ceded in full sovereignty. In 1841 
Great Britain took posseasion of Hongkong. 
France secured a cession of Cochin China in 
1862, increasing her territory from time to 
time by wars of n against the 
natives. 

But the great scramble for Chinese terri- 
tory did not begin until immediately after 
the conclusion of the Chinese-Japanese war. 
Russia and Germany led in the international 
looting expeditions. Russia had long wanted 
a naval base on the Pacific open to her war- 
ships the year around. Her only naval base 
in the Orient was at Viadivostok, a harbor 


fee-bound eight months in every year. When 


Japan had whipped China into submission 
Japanese troops held Port Arthur, an ideal 
harbor, open the year around. Russia and 
Germany came to the rescue of China, and on 
plea of ‘defending the territorial integrity of 
the Chinese Empire compelled Japan to give 
up Port Arthur. 


CZAR LEADS THE LOOTING. 
The motive of the Czar became apparent 


at St. Petersburg and thus throughout all 
Europe that China had .“ leased "’ Port Ar- 
thur and Talien-Wan to Russia for twenty- 
ve years. Needless to say, a Russian fleet 
occupied both harbors simultaneously with 
the announcement. On May 7 of the same 
year an additional agreement was signed 
between China and Russia, by which the 
latter secured sphere of influence” in 
the entire Manchurian Peninsula, one of the 
richest provinces of the empire. ‘ Under this 
agreement it was arranged that a branch 
of the Siberian railway should be:construct- 
ed to Port Arthur and Talien-Wan. . China 
also agreed that no railway concessions in 
Manchuria: should: be given’ to any: other 
power; that no foreign’ con -at-all 
should be given in the zone north of the 
Russian -“ sphere of influence,” and that no 
fresh ports should be opened to trade in 
that territory. | 

This. agreement with China gave to Rus- 
sia the Manchurian Province, embracing 
an area of 360,000 square miles, equal in size 
to the States of Iowa, Illinois, Minnesota, 

isconsin, Michigan, Indiana, and .. Ohio. 
No one dreams that Russia will ever give 
up Manchuria. It is today treated and gov- 
erned -by the Czar .as a part of his empire, 
just as much as Poland.. : 


LION’S. SHARE FOR ENGLAND. 


The acquisition by Russia of so important 
a naval'base as Port Arthur naturally 
alarmed Great’ Britain and she immediate- 
ly knocked at the gates of Peking, demand- 
ing “ compensation.’ .The Chinese govern- 
ment was powerless, an@® as a result of 
British importunity, backed by a fleet of 
warships within convenient cry, ‘China 
“leased” to England the,port of Wei-Hai- 
Wei, opposite Port Arthur. Great Britain 
has been busy ever since the date of the 
* lease,”’ June 1, 1808, in planting heavy guns 
at Wel-Hai-Wei, much to the discomfort 
of the Muscovite officers at Port Arthur. 
But Great Britain was not satisfied with 
a mere fort for a naval station. She want- 
ed a sphere of influence commensurate with 
her importance as a great commercial power, 
and she wanted not only China but all 
Europe to recognize that sphere of influence 
as distinctively British. China by solemn 
agreement pledged itself “never to 
alienate any territory in the provinces ad- 
joining the Yang-tse-Kiang River to any 
other power, whether under lease, mortgage, 
or any other designation.” ‘Thus a British 
sphere of influence was legally established.
